A JIAIOKITV if not all the saloon men 


ol this city have shown that it is their 
intention "to comply strictly with the or- 
dinance requiring their places to In. 
clo«?<l o.. Pnn.lny anil at 12 o'clock at 
night during the rest of the week. This 
compliance with a needed regulation is 
certainly a wise policy on the part of the 
liquor dealers, and the onk-crs of the 
law should now do their part toward 
securing a continued disposition to ob 
serve the ordinance by enforcing stric 
compliance with it in every instance 
It would be the rankest kind ot injustic 
to adopt a regulation of this kind nr-' 
permit a few parties lo profit by tl 
fact that a majority of their competitor 
obey tho law. If the ordinance is bu 
loosely enforced and n few saloons ar 
permitted to evade it tho natural resn 
will be a general dissatisfaction anion 
the liquor dealers and an effort to de- 
stroy its force and effect entirely. Com- 
plaint has been made that some of tho 
drug stores of the city are taking advan t- 
age of tho situation in a manner not 
warranted by the nature of their busi- 
ness, and i! such is the case steps should 
be taken to hold them to a strict ac- 
countability for any violation of the law. 
The new ordinance will result in benefit 
to the community if it is strictly en- 
forced; otherwise it will only lead to 
lozal wrangling which will in all proba- 
bility be beneficial to no one. 


TUB action of President Cleveland in 


tbe Hawaiian matter is characteristic, 
and if carried to its legitimate conclu- 
sion is likely to prove one ol tho most 
serious mistakes m»'I" hy o,,r supreme 
chief magistrate. Tl.e action of the 
President from the first in this question 
him been remarkable, and there is good 
reason for believing that it is inspired 
by a determination to discredit the 
action of a former administration at all 
haczards. 


The sending of Mount to Hawaii as 


the personal representative of the Presi- 
dent, clothed with authority paramount 
to that of the accredited representative 
of the United States, was clearly n 
usurpation of power and in violation uf 
the constitution. It was the act of a 
ruler who apparently has not enough re- 
spect for the constitution of the govern- 
ment over which he presides to at- 
tain an 
object 
through a regular 


and prcccdented procedure, but who 
arbitrarily assumes the power to follow 
his own inclinations regardless of the 
rights of co-ordinate branches of the 
government. 


The 
President's proposed action, 


as outlined in the approved letter 
of Secretary Greaham, appears to be 
an equally startling assumption of 
power. Aside from the difference of 
statement and opinion as to the methods 
by which the monarchy was set aside 
and the provisional government erected, 
the indisputable fact remains that the 
new government has not only been rec- 
ognized as a duly constituted power by 
tliis government, but by other nations. 
What right, then, has Mr. Cleveland by 
his own motion to destroy a duly 
organized 
and 
recognized 
govern- 


ment and set up in its stead n 
farcical monarchy which apparently has 
not the strength to maintain.itself with- 
out the assistance ol a stronger power? 
If this is not an actual declaration of 
war against an established government 
it is something very closely akin to it, 
and is certainly a question that should 
be decided by congress and not by man- 
date of the executive. But, with an 
egotism that recognizes no equal in 
knowledge or judgment and an imperial 
ivill that ignores the law and constitu- 
tion, this modern Ciesar proposes to 
right an alleged wrong by committing a 
still greater one, thereby discrediting the 
action of accredited representatives of 
this government,and assumingarespon- 
sibility which does not belong to him. 
Grover Cleveland is getting himself and 
the country into very deep water.

It is proposed to have 
tho coufltitutiohnlity of the act of 1890

•case coming up from Betrolt H the 
•court decides agninst tho.act,. would tho 
right wbtoh women already possess of

The 8t»te constitution' says apeciGcally 
that "in all elections every male citi- 
zen, every mulo inhabitant ia the etato 
on tho 24th day of Juno, 1-885, every 
m'alo inhabitant residing in. tho state 
Jan. t, 1850, who, etc., shall; 1» an elec- 
tor End eutitled to vote." 


Tho language of the act .of 18i(3 is 


plainly that "m all- schooli village uud 
city electionfl" women shall1 bft_j|llowe<l 
tovote. If then thocourt conetmca tho 
canstitution strictly it 'cannot do other- 
wise than decide against the- act, which 
ttocision may havo tho effecti of depriv- 
ing tho women of tho right to vote at 
school elections, which right they pos- 
sess under tlie act of May., 1881. The 
court wight decide, however, that no 
existing " right can bo taken away by 
mere implication. Theduciaion in this 
important case is awaited- with interest.

In 
Greece the myrtle and the rose were con- 
sidered tlw favorite flowers of Vonns, 
the twining of the two together signify- 
ing tho onion of lore nnd virtue. In 
England, in Franco nnd in Poland, as in 
America, tho orange blossom -reigns sn- 
prcmo in wedding chaplain. In Italy the 
whit* rose ha* taken the place of the ov- 
«rgnen wrf fragrant myrtle wreath. In 
Spain it is the red, red row that adorns 
a bride, and Portugal1* wedding flower 
li tbe carnation.—New York Bon.
